1. WASHINGTON POST: 

ACCORDING TO NEWS DISPATCHES, MOZAMBIQUE HAS AGAIN 
CLAIMED THAT RHODESIAN FORCES USING JETS, BOMBERS, AND 
HELICOPTERS HAD CROSSED ITS BORDER AND ATTACKED A 
MOZAMBIQUE ARMY BASE. THE RHODESIAN GOVERNMENT HAS HAD 
NO COMMENT ON THESE REPORTS. IN GENEVA, TALKS HIT ANOTHER 
SNAG WHEN NKOMO AND MUGABE CRITICIZED A BRITISH PROPOSAL 
FOR INDEPENDENCE IN 15 MONTHS, BUT THEY DID NOT QUIT THE 
MEETING, ALTHOUGH ANOTHER MEETING DATE WAS NOT SET. IN 
SALISBURY, OFFICIALS REPORTED 29 BLACK GUERRILLAS HAD 
BEEN KILLED BY SECURITY FORCES IN RHODESIA. IT WAS THE 
LARGEST NUMBER KILLED IN A SINGLE ACTION IN FOUR YEARS 
OF FIGHTING. COMMENTING ON NKOMO AND MUGABE'S DEMAND, 
IVOR RICHARD SAID IT WAS "QUITE IMPOSSIBLE" FOR BRITAIN 
TO ACCEPT THE DEC. 1, 1977 DATE. 
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SUDAN HAS BEEN DECLARED ELIGIBLE TO PURCHASE AMERICAN 
MILITARY EQUIPMENT. GEORGE WILSON REPORTS ON THE 
ADMINISTRATION MOVE AND DESCRIBES IT AS A MAJOR EFFORT 
TO ENCOURAGE SUDAN TO PLAY A ROLE AS A BUFFER STATE TO
